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STATEMENT IN SUPPORT OF PETITION TO MAKE SPECIAL 

I, Randolph M. Howes, am the sole named inventor and sole owner in the above- 
identified application. I understand that this statement is being submitted in support of a Petition 
to make this application special. 

The production of concentrations of singlet oxygen in the vicinity of a tumor can result in 
the destruction of at least part of that tumor tissue. This concept has been used in photodynamic 
therapy of cancers, where a photoactivatable compound is concentrated in and/or around tumor 
tissue and then activated with light energy. The singlet oxygen produced upon photoactivation 
produces the desired effect. 

The present invention also involves the production of singlet oxygen, but uses a simpler 
technique by combining a source of peroxide and a source of hypochlorite. Example 1 of the

application, which begins on page 50, shows how the inventive technique is used to remove a 
pre-cancerous keratosis lesion. Although not yet cancerous, actinic or solar keratosis can be the 
first step in skin cancer. The results obtained in Example 1 show how keratosis lesions can be 
removed with this invention. By such treatment, keratosis lesions, or even more advanced 
cancers can be removed using the same method. 

Additional results from working examples of the present invention are provided in a 
continuing application based on this application (i.e. Application No. 10/331,773). Reference is 
made to Example 2 (pages 89-92), which demonstrates additional treatments of keratoses; 
Examples 6 and 7 (pages 95-99), which demonstrate the treatment of an equine carcinoma with 
the invention; and finally, to Example 13 (pages 103-105), which shows treatment of tumors in a 
mouse model of human cancer. Each of these examples provides additional proof of the concept 
of the presently disclosed invention.
